This office action is responsive to communications filed March 16, 2006. 
Claims 1-11 are pending. 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1, 10 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
FR 2 158 688. 

The document FR '688 discloses (Fig. 2, for example) a valve having a valve 
body, first (3) and second (4) inlet ports for receiving fluid at respective different 
pressures, an outlet port (7) for delivering said fluid, a valve member (11) mounted for 
limited movement within said body, and biasing means (14) for biasing said valve 
member to move to one limit of its movement, said valve member being operable to 
move in response to the difference in pressure at said first and second ports and in 
response to said biasing means for causing the valve member to vary the respective 
contributions of fluid delivered to the outlet port from the inlet ports. Clearly, the valve 
body (1) has apertures (3, 4, 7) and the valve body has seating surfaces (9, 10) 
associated with the corresponding areas (12, 13) on the valve member with desired 
variation in fluid flow being realized as the seating surfaces move with respect to each 
other. 
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3. Claims 2 - 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
